The winning car was driven by 
Dr J. J. Sprrnger van Eijick, who 
left Stockholm. Sweden

rived at Monte Carlo, 1.S40 miles 
distant, on the third day. Just 74 
hours. 17 minutes after his start. 
Driving conditions this year were 
described as frightful. Unexpectedly 
severe 
weather, 
which converted 
snow drifts into huge ice packs, 
and an extensive fog that blanketed 
England. France and Belgium de­ 
layed the competitors. So difficult 
was this year’s test that only twen­ 
ty-four of the sixty-four starters 
succeeded in reaching Monte Carlo 
within the time limit, the com­ 
petitors having been required to 
maintain an average speed of not 
less than 20 miles per hour from 
start to finish. 
Severe Test for Motors. 
The Monte Carlo rally is recog­ 
nized as one of the world’s severest 
automobile competitions. 
Contest­ 
ants start from the capitols of their 
respective countries, timing them­ 
selves to arrive at Monte Carlo on

my father, who vie a furnace man, 
•ay that Ms ancestors were high­ 
waymen, and he would apeak of the 
blessin g 
that 
coal 
heating had 
brought to the world in opening up 
night occupations for men of ad­ 
venturous character 
While I v u eUll but a little boy. 
my falser would take me with him 
on ins rounds. 
I would sit and 
watch him stoke up the furnace In 
the homes of the rich, and after he 
had brought It to a glow. Father 
would fetdi some eggs from Hie ice­ 
box upstairs and fry them in the 
furnace; while we ate them. Fa tiler 
would take to me about the night 
and why it was superior to the day 
Aa our clientele was a rich one. I 
became accustomed early in life to 
move Ut luxurious basements with 
cement floors and spacious coal 
rooms, which has given me ever 
since an ease of bearing and a quiet 
step that no doubt lie!ped the suc­ 
cess of my career 
We fed well 
everywhere, for my father believed 
In a generous and varied diet; on the 
other hand, he drank but I title a 
pint or so of champagne, perhaps. 
or if the night were cold. possibly 
a touch of old French brandy. For 
me he would open, perhaps a pint 
of claret, but we drank It always Ut 
the cellar. 
My father was very old-fashioned 
and strict in his Ideas, and made no 
use of the drawing-room nor even 
of the dining-room, except perhaps, 
on some special occasion 
In one or 
two houses, where the billiard room 
was in the basement Father and I 
would knock up a hundred points 
after his work was over. But in all 
such matters he was strict; only in 
very, verv cold weather for example, 
have I seen him make use of a seal­ 
skin coat for his Work at the fur­ 
nace. 
As a rule, we had the night to 
ourselves; there was no one moving 
in the houses.

lived in the same basement as we 
did; for, after all. as my fathc* 
said. the coal cost only the trouble 
of carrying it. 
We generally got 
to bed right after breakfast, as we 
kent early hours 
On Sunday Father and I went to 
church, or rather to several churches 
where father tended fires in the 
basements, from which we could 
hear the organ 
My father had no 
religious prejudices, and told me that 
he would just as soon fire one 
church a* another 
But he was 
rather bitter, for so mild a man. 
against churches that refuse to 
have twat in their places of worship. 
M* father regarded them as mis­ 
titled . 
Meantime. I attended night school 
regularly as Father laid great stress 
on education He would have wished 
me to go from night school to a 
Hight college, and if possible to take 
a degree Father said he had known 
several college graduates in furnace 
wnrk, and considered them fully 
equal to first-class men

ways spoke of Oxford with great re­ 
spect, and recalled that when he 
was a young man in marine boller 
work on night shift, thee looked on 
Oxford men as better suited for that
